Fresh Water for the Future 


Confronted by th e increasing th reat of pollu t­ 
ed water, scientists are looking far afield for 
fresh water su pplies for th e fu tu re 
Th ere is no qu estion abou t wh ere th e earth 's 
pu re fresh water is Th e qu estion is: How can it 
be made available? 
Abu ndant frtsh water is locked in th e polar 
icecaps. In fact, it is estimated th at Antarctica 
alone h olds 8 0 per cent of th e Earth ’s fresh 
water in a frozen state. 


BUT HOW DOES MAN tap th is frozen su p­ 
ply? 
Oceanograph ers now are su ggesting th at ice­ 
bergs cou ld be towed to th e West Coast to pro­ 
vide water for th e desert of sou th ern Califor­ 
nia. 
Two American scentists recently estimated 
th at if an iceberg 250 yards th ick and 2.700 
yards across was towed to Au stralia from Ant­ 
arctica, it wou ld provide 207 billion gallons 
water—even th ou gh 70 per cent of th e iceberg 
melted du ring th e trip. 
Th e scientists conclu ded th at su ch an iceberg 
cou ld be towed to Au stralia for less th an $1 mil­ 
lion and wou ld be worth abou t $5 5 million de­ 
livered. Th ey said th is wou ld be less th an a 
tenth th e cost of an equ al amou nt of desalted 
aea water. 
Th e two men were speaking of tabu lar or 
flat su rfaced icebergs th at are formed wh en th e 
continental ice sh elf covering Antarctica is 
eroded by th e pressu re of tides, storms, snow­ 
falls and earth qu akes. 
Some icebergs of th is type, larger th an Amer-

In th e meantime, it beh ooves u s to wage th e 
war against pollu tion relentlessly, being th ank­ 
fu l th at th e Earth contains th ose vast emergen­ 
cy su pplies of fresh water in th e polar regions. 


Woman's Work Never Done 


It's a well-known fact th at laborsaving ap­ 
pliances and gadgets and convenience items of 
all kinds h aye liberated th e American wo­ 
man from h ou seh old dru dgery and given h er 
more free time th an sh e knows wh at to do with . 
Like a lot of oth er accepted "facts”, h ow­ 
ever, it ju st isn’t so. 
According to a su rvey condu cted by Drs. 
Florence Hall and Margu erite Sch roeder of th e 
University of Wash ington in Seattle and report­ 
ed in th e Jou rnal of Home Economics, little h as 
ch anged in th e past 50 years except th e pro­ 
portion of time spent on different tasks. 
By comparison to statistics compiled in 1020 
by th e U.S. Department of Agricu ltu re, Seattle 
h ou sewives in 1968 were spending less time on 
cloth ing care and sh opping th an th eir moth ers 
or grandmoth ers did. 
Bu t th e time spent on food preparation and 
dish wash ing h ad increased from 13.3 h ou rs a 
week in 1920 to 18 5 h ou rs a week in 1968, And 
th e time spent on general h ou se care was u p 
abou t th ree h ou rs a week. 
Th e h ome economists offer no explanation for 
th is somewh at startling finding, bu t specu late 
th at ch ildren may be of less h elp arou nd th e 
h ou se th an th ey u sed to be. Anoth er reason 
may be th at h ired h ou seh old h elp is less avail­ 
able. 


Urges Raise For Postal Workers

Th en 
anoth er department establish es a pay scale 
for its employes wh en th e maximu m earnings 
after 20 years is $8 .400. 
Evidentally, ou r "h ired h ands” in Wash ing­ 
ton h ave forgotten th e price of food and oth er 
goods th ese days.

$1.000 fine, th ey h ave th e righ t to strike u nder 
th e Constitu tion. 


Th ere never h as been su ch action, In th e prxt 
two years th e Professional Air Traffic Control­ 
lers Organization — airport control tower em­ 
ployes of th e Federal Aviation Administration 
— called a sick-in for a few days. Two federal 
meteorologists picketed th e Weath er Bu reau . 
Some 8 0 Bronx letter carriers also sicked-ou t 
last year and got a 10-day su spension. Bu t wh at 
do you do with some 50,000 to 60,000 men? It’s 
now logical to predict th at th e federal section 
will be h it as h ave th e pu blic sectors in a 
h u ndred cities. 
Bu t letter carriers are people. Good people. 
Underpaid people. Th ey stru ck h ere becau se 
th eir h igh est pay is th e same amou nt as th e 
starting pay for street cleaners. Th ey claim 
th ey’re as good as th e garbage collectors. No-

DO ANYTHING DRASTIC UNTIL IT IS

Th e manager was wh ite. 
"I h ave no 
ch oice. To save th e company, I’ll h ave to 
pu sh th e self-destru ct bu tton.” 
"YOU’RE GOING TO blow u p th e compu t­ 
ers?” 
"It’s eith er th em or u s. He broke th e glass 
on th e wall and pu sh ed th e red bu tton. 
Th ere was a th u nderou s explosion followed 
by smoke. Wh en th e smoke cleared, I looked 
arou nd. All th e compu ters seemed to be 
working.

th ing social, you know. Ju st a matter of raising 
families. 


At th e moment th e postmen earn — and earn 
It th ey do th e h ard way — $6,176 to start. Th en 
th ey go u p in 12 steps to $8 .442 — after 21 
years. Bu t th ey only get into th ose steps after 
th ey get a regu lar station. Part-time work 
doesn’t cou nt. 
Never mind th at poetry abou t th e appointed 
rou nds in snow and sleet. It’s a fine jingle. Bu t 
it doesn't impress dogs. At least 1 000 letter 
carriers are seriou sly bitten each year. Fu r­ 
th ermore, inju ries in th e postal service make 
u p abou t 50 per cent of th e work-related acci­ 
dents among all federal employes each year. 
AND THE MEN ARE assau lted and manh an­ 
dled regu larly. Th ese attacks h ave ju st abou t 
dou bled. Th ere were 562 cases of assau lt in th e 
first six month s of 1969 h ere. Th e th u gs are af­ 
ter th e social secu rity and welfare ch ecks 
Twice a month on th e first and sixteenth , 
wh en th e welfare ch ecks h it th e malls, th e 
mailmen get h it. Th u s th ey now go in pairs. 
Letter carriers ride "sh otgu n” for oth er letter 
carriers in th e city's poverty areas wh ere th e 
goons wait in h allways. One carries th e enve­ 
lopes, th e oth er is th e "protector.” He does get 
paid for trotting along on h is day off. 
Yet th e pav is miserable. Th e Uniformed San- 
itationmen's Assn., a teamsters local led by 
Joh n DeLu ry, h as forced th e city to pay each 
refu se collector $8 .339 to start — for a 35-h ou r 
week. Th en th e garbage man gets $9,8 71 in 
th ree years. Th ere also is h andsome overtime 
and a fine pension after 20 years at any age. 
So th e letter carriers, living in th e same 
neigh borh oods, say th e sanitation men stru ck, 
see wh at th ey got. Now th e mailmen want 
“ comparability” with th e ou tside world. Th ey 
were promised th is as far back as 1962 Th ey’ve 
gotten a few meager raises. Now th ey want 
more money. Th ey want th eir maximu m in 8 
years, not 21 (sometimes 25 years). 
TTiey are opposed to th e creation of a new 
government sponsored Postal Corporation. 
MEMBERS OF TOE National Association of 
Letter Carriers, AFLCIO, h ave waited a long 
time and th eir leader, fifty-ish , well-spoken, lit­ 
erate President James Rademach er h as cooled 
h is men for a long time. Th ey h ad to be h eld in 
line last Ch ristmas wh en th ey planned to h it th e 
bricks for a 5.4 per cent raise. And th ey waited. 
Th eirs is a respected, skilled organization, 8 0 
years old, representing some 210,000 men or 95 
per cent of th e letter carriers. One of it’s for­ 
mer presidents, 
William Doh erty Sr., 
was 
named Ambassador to Jamaica. 
Tru e, th ere h as been disru ption of th e mails 
and an embargo of th e big town. Bu t, says Mr. 
Rademach er, th ere will be disru ption anyway if 
th e miserable conditions prevail. Th ere’s star­ 
tling evidence backing h is prediction. 
Th ere 
h as been a 23 per cent annu al tu rnover — a fu ll 
168 ,000 men of th e total work force qu it last 
year. Th is is 10 times th e average in private in­ 
du stry. Th e average letter carrier now stays 
abou t th ree years instead of th e old 20-year 
stint. 
Wh o can blame th e men wh o qu it? Th ey’re 
people. Th ey h ave families. So th ey stru ck. 
Th ey set a precedent. Tru e, a dangerou s one. 
Bu t th ey can’t live on promises. Wh o can?

The Postal 
Strike 


WASHINGTON — Th e wildcat strike by th « 
letter carriers and th e ch aos in mail delivery in 
th e New York City area is most u nfortu nate. 
Bu t th e failu re of Congress to recognize th e 
pligh t of th e men wh o carry th e mail—th eir low 
wages—is a calamity, too. 
Th e starting pay of a letter carrier is $6,176 a 
year and rises to $8 ,442 after 21 years of ser­ 
vice. How can a man with a family get along 
on su ch a wage today after paying federal and 
local taxes? 
Congress h ad been working to improve th e 
wage scales bu t defern d action at th e present 
session becau se of a plan to pu t th e wh ole post­ 
al system into a new government corporation. 
Wh ile a reorganization of th e meth od of h an­ 
dling th e mails is desirable, th e wages paid 
workers sh ou ld h ave come first. 


IT WAS JUST AS important—If not more so 
•-to raise th eir wages as to vote increases in 
pav last year to members of both h ou ses and io 
officials in th e execu tive and ju dicial branch es 
of th e government. 
Congress finally is getting bu sy on th e prob­ 
lem. Ch airman Gale W. McGee of th e Senate 
Post Office Commitee says h e expects to bring 
th e postal reform bill to th e Senate floor next 
week and h opes th at sh ortly th ereafter th # 
Hou se and Senate can agree on a postal reorg­ 
anization plan and a pay raise for employes. 
Today th e damage cau sed by th e breakdown 
In th e mail service is incalcu able. In New York 
Cltv alone, th ere are more th an 30,000 postal 
workers wh o h andle 35 million pieces of mail 
daily. 
Nearly 14.000 members of th e letter carriers 
u nion are directly involved in th e strike, and 
abou t 22,000 drivers and clerks h ave refu sed to 
cross picket lines. Th e walkou t h as spread to 
Connecticu t, New Jersey, Westch ester Cou nty 
and Long Island. 


Reports h ave been coming in th at sentiment 
In favor of a strike is growing in oth er cities 
across th e cou ntry, su ch as Milwau kee, Ch ica­ 
go. Kansas City annd Hou ston. 
Wh en mail delivery is interru pted, American 
bu siness su ffers h eavy losses. Many ordrs a rt 
placed by mail and manv are fu lfilled th e same 
way. Payments are made in large part by mall. 
Many companies instru ct th eir salesmen in dif­ 
ferent parts of th e cou ntry by mail. Private cit­ 
izens also, of cou rse, are h u rt wh en personal 
mail—inclu ding 
Social 
Secu rity 
or 
pension 
ch ecks—is delayed in reach ing th em. 
Congress h as important bu siness before It bu t 
none more important th an to to take care of th # 
welfare of dereal empl yes wh o a e u nderpaid 
Cou rt Inju nctions h ave been issu ed to order 
th e strikers to retu rn to th eir jobs bu t it.is 
dou btfu l wh eth er regu lar mail service can b# 
restored tor several days. Some definite action 
by Congress is essential. 
Respect for inju nctions issu ed by th e cou rt 
wiP be difficu lt to obtain becau se many of th e 
postmen will ju st stay at h ome. Th e federal 
government h as rarely faced su ch an emergen­ 
cy and th e only answer to it is prompt action 
on th e wage scales of postal workers, wh ich 
h ave too long been neglected. 


TY.e citizens of America natu rally expect th e 
federal government to respond to th e crisis and 
find th e qu ickest solu tion possible, wh ile taking 
measu res to avoid su ch breakdowns in th e fu ­ 
tu re. With ’h e rise in th e cost of living, many 
federal emploves wh o do not belong to labor u n­ 
ions h ave no means of expressing th eir com­ 
plaints abou t wage rates. 
Wh ile th ere are a variety of new governmen­ 
tal projects deemed important for sociological 
reasons, none deserves th e immediate attention 
th at sh ou ld be given to th e h u man needs involv­ 
ing operations of th e government itself. 


EMPLOYES OF th e federal service h ave u p 
to now rarely tried to engage in strikes. Indeed, 
th es* h ave been proh ibited by ’aw Th e letter 
carriers are violating th e law bu t th ey wou ld 
not go to th e extremes being witnessed today 
u nless th eir wage levels were u nrealistic. 


Th e nay scale for letter carriers is u niform 
th rou gh ou t th e cou ntry. Bu t living costs are by 
no means th e same everywh ere. 
Congress 
migh t consider setting different salary scales 
for employes wh o mu st work in large cities, 
wh ere living costs are often far above th ose 
in smaller commu nit'es. 
Letter carriers in New York City, for in­ 
stance, h ave been asking for extra allowances 
for cities su ch as th eirs.
